Asphyxiation is attributed 
as 
the 


cause of the death of Law rence (lin ­ 


ter, whose body was found Saturday 
afternoon in a basement at the home j 
of his mother, Mrs. Amanda (linter, 
920 South Massachusetts avenue, by a J 
jury hearing evidence introduced at j 
an inquest held by Coroner Dyer at ! 
the court house Monday morning. 
The ju ry’s verdict was an open one 
and was as follows: 
“ W e, the jury, 
find that Law rence Cinter came to 
his death by gas asphyxiation due to 
gas escaping from the service pipe in 
the basement of the residence at 920 
South Massachusetts avenue.” 
W hether the death was accidental 
or not the verdict doesn’t state, al­ 
though evidence would seem to lead 
to that conclusion. 


Numerous witnesses were examined 
thoroughly, the inquisition being con-j 
ducted by Coroner D .P. Dyer, assist-! 
ed 
by 
Prosecuting 
Attorney A L. 
Short ridge. 


Coroner Dyer and Dr. F. R. Morley, 
the latter a form er coroner of Pettis 
county, who conducted an autopsy on 
the body Sunday, took the witness 
Stand, each testifying positively that 
death was due to asphyxiation. 
Each 
testified that the lungs, 
heart 
and 
blood 
condition 
indicated 
without 
doubt asphyxiation. 
They also stated 
that death evidently came quickly, on 
account of a fatty degeneration of the 
heart. 
The injury on‘the head of the 
dead man, they asserted, was merely 
a superficial wound, and could not 
have caused death. 
They stated fur­ 
ther it was not sufficient to injure 
the temporal muscles even. 


Location of valuable diamonds that 
had usually been worn by Mr. Ginter 
put at rest rumors of foul play. 
Sam and Charles Henderson, em­ 
ployed in the gas department of the 
C ity Light and 
Traction 
company, 
each testified to having made a visit 
to the Ginter residence and finding 
gas flowing freely from a pipe in the 
basement. 
They stated that the gas 
had been turned off there on October 
21, 1915, and that the meter had been 
removed. 
Continuing, 
each 
told of 
what had transpired after they found 
the body. 


Dr. K. R. Barnum and E. C. Pfen­ 
ning told of making a trip to the place 
and finding Ginter’s lifeless body. 
Mrs. W alter B rill told of smelling 
gas fumes in passing the Ginter resi­ 
dence and of notifying the City Light 
and Traction company. 


A. It. Stevens told of a telephone 
message from Ginter about a glass he 
wished replaced in the residence, and 
of smelling gas fumes Thursday after­ 
noon while at work replacing toe glass. 
Mrs. Ed Zoellig told of M r. Ginter 
telephoning to Mr. Stevens from her 
residence, and of a conversation she 
hail with him, the details of which 
were mentioned in Sunday’s Democrat. 
Chief of Police John It. Burger and 
Night Chief John Kaiser told of condi­ 
tions in the basement when they visit­ 
ed the place in company with Coroner 
Dyer. 


A. J. M cM illan stated he passed the 
Cinter home just after the body had 
been found and tola of gas being so 
Strong in the basement that no one 
could stay inside but a brief interval 
without being overcome by the fumes. 
Charles McCloskev told of having 
been called there to take charge of the 
body. 


The ju ry deliberated over an hour 
before finally' reaching a verdict. 
The funeral of Mr. Ginter w ill be 
beld at 2:30 o’clock Tuesday after­ 
noon at the fam ily home, and the ser­ 
vices w ill be conducted by the Rev.

form of fool ball was played by both 
the Greeks and Romans, under 
the 
title of Feninda. and later Sphero- 
makia, it has been 
recently 
demon­ 
strated that the North American In­ 
dians invented and played a game sim­ 
ilar to the football of early and mid­ 
dle age Europe. 
In a recent article 
upon the subject, Tarke 
Davis, 
tin 
statistian and historian of the mod­ 
ern game, writes as follows: 
“The first American played booi- 
ball in a well specialized 
game, 
of 
which he also was the inventor. Like 
Lacrosse, the Indian played his game 
of football upon the flat sands. 
Tile 
ball was made of leather, sewn wit ii 
a throng and filled with moss. 
The 
goals were a mile and more apart. 
The players ordinarily were bravas 
of the same tribe, but upon special 
occasions the game would be waged 
between selected players of different 
tribes, one tribe being arrayed against 
another. 
“In these tribal contests the players 
came to the sands arrayed in war 
bonnets, war paint, ami full savage 
regalia. 
As the time drew near for 
the game to 
begin, 
bows, 
quivers, 
shields and bonnets were discarded, 
and the Indian, lithe 
and 
athletic, 
stood forth eager and alert. 
Before 
commencing play the 
rival 
players 
shook hands and rubbed noses in for­ 
mal token of the friendliness of the 
fierce encounter. 
“Our genial reporters of three cen­ 
turies ago tell us 
that 
sometimes 
several days were required to obtain a 
goal, in which event the contending 
teams would mark the spot where the 
ball lay at sundown and resume Hic 
game at that point the following day. 
And there was fair sportsmanship in 
their game, for 
William 
Strachey, 
comparing the tactics of Englishmen, 
and clearly referring to tripping and 
hacking, says: ‘They never strike up 
one another’s heels, as we 
do, 
not 
aeompting that praiseworthy to pur­ 
chase a goale by such an advantage.’ 
They played for stakes, did these In­ 
dians, so high that William Wood is 
afraid to tell the size. 
On this sub­ 
ject lie says: 
‘It would exceed the 
belief of many to relate the worth 
of one goale, wherefore it shall be 
nameless.’ ”

As 
the plate meeasures 17 inches through 
from back to front, it will be seen 
that the forward point of it should be 
located exactly 59 feet and I inch from 
the pitcher’s box.

CARING FOR LITHE CALVES 


No Good Results Can Be Secured From 
Half-Starved, Stunted Animal— 
Keep Them Growing. 


(By N. A. BRONSON.) 
Everybody has a w ay of doing things 
and this is my way of taking care of 
the calves. 
I have ten good cows which I raised 
myself, and I found out that to raise 
good cows you must begin at the be­ 
ginning. 
No good results will come I 
from a half-starved, stunted calf. 
I let the calf suck the cow the first 
two days. 
It is better for it and 
the mother, too, and the calf is more 
apt to get all the milk than I would 
be, thus getting it out of the cow a 
bag 
and 
into 
the 
calfs 
stomach. 
where it should be, with less trouble 
and better results. 
At the end of this time I milk the 
cow and feed the calf; tie the calf 
where it cannot see its mother, and 
if the weather is cold I wrrap some­ 
thing around it when the barn doors 
are open.

The other has it that an inter­ 
nal revenue inspector here to examine

cern, but no government record that 
such a distillery existed.

operation, were named. Two of them, 
James Surber, of Atlanta, Ga., and 
Knox Booth, of Nashville, Tenn., were 
high in the councils of the revenue 
service. 
Both died under strange cir­ 
cumstances at Memphis, Tenn., while 
returning from the trials of Casper 
and others at Fort Smith last year.

J. C. Brewbaker, of Kansas City, 
was indicted, but never apprehended. 
Guy Hartman, of Kansas City, busi­ 
ness associate of Casper, forfeited a 
$20,000 bond in Kansas City following 
bis arrest, and is now believed to be 
in Mexico.

mont, M assachusetts, 
Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New York, New Jersey,

The fleece yield was nearly twice as 
great as that of either indiana or Il­

England’s Great Expenditures. 
London, Feb. 21.— Premier Asquith 
introduced two votes of credit in the 
house of commons today. 
The pre­ 
mier’s speech was confined 
to 
the 
financial aspect, no reference being 
made to military affairs. 
The first 
vote of credit on the supplementary es­ 
timate for the current 
fiscal 
year 
brings the war expenditures 
or this 
year 
to 
1,420,000,000 pound*:. 
This 
new appropriation is for 120,000,000 
pounds. 
The second vote, to provide funds 
for the second part of the financial 
year beginning April I, amounts to 
300,000,000 pounds. 
Mr. Asquith told the house that the 
daily 
expenditures 
from April I to 
Ju ly 17, last year, amounted to 2,800,- 
000 pounds; from Ju ly 18 to Septem­ 
ber ll, 3,500,000 pounds; from Sep­ 
tember 12 to November 6, 4,450,000 
pounds: from November 7 to Febru­ 
ary 19, 1916, 4,300,000 pounds. 
Loans to Great Britain’s allies and 
to the dominion on November 6 last 
amounted to 98,300,000 pounds. 
Be­ 
tween November 7 and February 19, 
the amount 
loaned 
was, 70,600,000 
pounds, making a total of 168,900,000 


pounds. 


In an interesting article in the Feb­ 


ruary number of the “ W orld’s W ork” 


on “ The Government and 
the 
R ail­ 


roads,” Otto H. Kahn, one of the heads 


of the big banking house of Kuhn, 


^Loeb & Co., expresses some striking 


and original views. 
Mr. Kahn takes 


the stand that government regulation 


of the transportation lines is prefer­ 


able to government ownership, but de­ 


clares the present system faulty. 
He 
bolds 
that 
one 
national 
authority 
should have sole charge of regulating 
rates and other matters affecting in­ 
terstate lines, and that neither state 
legislatures 
nor 
commissions should 
have any jurisdiction over such car­ 
riers, except in tho exercise of certain 
administrative, police or public wel­ 
fare powers within well defined limits. 
The interstate commerce commission 
as at present constituted is swamped 
with more work than any seven men 
can possibly perform. 
Mr. Kahn enunciates the idea that 
the national functions and character 
of railroads are analogous to those of 
national banks and that they should 
be handled in the same manner. “ The 
formula and principle of the banking 
and currency legislation, viz., a strong, 
effective and effective controlling cen­ 
tral 
board 
in Washington, relieved 
from detail work and from certain es­ 
sentially conflicting functions (which 
should be conferred upon a separate 
body), with regional boards according 
to geographic groupings might prove 
exactly suited to railroad legislation. 
The same body which determines earn­ 
ings by fixing rates should be charged 
with the responsibility of hearing and 
determining 
wage 
disputes between 
railroads and their employes, or, if 
that be not practicable, then at least 
I with the duty of giving full weight 
land consideration to all factors that 
go to enhance the cost of operating 
railroads, such as 
legislative 
enact­ 
ments like the full 
crew 
law, 
in­ 
creased taxation, advance in wages, 
etc.” 
The financier also makes the point 
that it should be the successful busi­ 
ness man, and not the failure, whose 
advice should be sought in govern­ 
ment matters. Yet there is no country 
where the views of representatives of 
business are so little heeded and so 
frequently rebuffed where legislation 
affecting 
economic, 
industrial 
and 
financial matters is framed. He says: 
“ Let us have no patience with the pre­ 
sumption that men who, mostly from 
small beginnings, have fought their 
way to the top after having passed 
through the hard and searching test 
and discipline of business, are to be 
ignored or distrusted in the shaping 
of the industrial and economic poli­ 
cies of the country, because of alleged 
incapacity or unwillingness to take a 
broad and patriotic view of national 
questions directly or indirectly affect­ 
ing their own interests. 
Let us lend 
no 
countenance 
to the presumption 
that patriotism, virtue and knowledge 
reside primarily with those who have 
been unsuccessful, those who have no 
practical experience of business, nor 
yet, be it said with all respect, with 
those who are politicians 
or 
office 
holders.”

and value of products. 
There was a 


decrease, however, in the number of 


establishments and the average num­ 


ber of establishments and the average 


number of wage earners. 


The capital invested, as reported in 


1914, was $2,386,000, a gain of $40,000, 
or 1.7 per cent, 
over 
$2,346,000 
in 
1909. 
In this connection it should be 
stated that the inquiry contained in 
the census schedule calls for the total 
amount of capital, both owned and 
borrowed, 
invested 
in the business, 
but excludes the value of rented prop­ 
erty, plant or equipment which was 
employed in the conduct of manufac­ 
turing enterprises. 
In the final bul­ 
letins and reports the rental paid for 
such property will be 
shown 
sepa­ 
rately. 
1 


The cost of materials used was $1,- 
951,000 in 1914, as against $1,216,000 
in 1909, an increase of $735,000, or 60.4 
per cent. 
In addition to the compo­ 
nent materials which enter into the 
products of the establishment for the 
census year there are included the 
cost of fuel, mill supplies and rent 
of power and heat. 
The cost of ma­ 
terials, however, does not include un­ 
used materials and 
supplies 
bought 
either for speculation or for use during 
a subsequent period. 
The census inquiry does not include 
amounts 
paid 
for miscellaneous ex­ 
penses, such as rent of offices, royal­ 
ties, insurance, ordinary repairs, ad­ 
vertising, traveling expenses or allow­ 
ance for depreciation . 
The value of products was $2,922,000 
in 1914 and $2,333,000 in 1909, the in­ 
crease being 589,000, or 25.2 per cent. 
The value of the products represents 
their selling value or 
price 
at 
the 
plants as actually turned out by the 
factories during the census year and 
does not necessarily have any relation 
to the amount of sales for that year. 
The values under this head also in­ 
clude amounts received for work done 
on materials furnished by others. 
The salaries and wages amounted to 
$653,000 in 1914 and $606,000 in 1909, 
the increase being $47,000, or 7.8 per 
cent. 
The number of 
salaried 
empoves 
was 167 in 1914, as compared with 
149 in 1909, making an increase of 18, 
or 12.1 per cent. 
The average number of wage earn­ 
ers was 903 in 1914 and 935 in 1909.
